This control is being extended largely through the creation of enormous privately 
managed funds for indefinite purposes, hereinafter designated "foundations ", by the 
endowment of colleges and universities, by the creation of funds for the pensioning of 
teachers, by contributions to private charities, as well as through controlling or 
influencing the public press. 

Two groups of the "foundations ", namely, the Rockefeller and Carnegie Foundations, 
together have funds amounting to at least $250, 000, 000, yielding an annual revenue of 
at least $13,500,000, which is at least twice as great as the appropriations of the 
Federal Government for similar purposes, namely, education and social service. 

The funds of these foundations are largely invested in securities of corporations 
dominant in American industry, whose position has been analyzed under the early 
headings of this section. The policies of these foundations must inevitably be colored, 
ifnot controlled, to conform to the policies of such corporations. 

These foundations are subject to no public control, and their powers can be curbed 
only by the difficult process of amending or revoking their charters. Past experience, as, 
for example, in the case of the insurance companies, indicates that the public can be 
aroused only when the abuses have become so great as to constitute a scandal. (p. 121) 

The powers of these foundations are practically unlimited, except that they may not 
directly engage in business for profit»

Comité congressional, 
1953, investiga as actividades subversivas das grandes fundações. Presidido por Carroll 
Reece, com Norman Dodd como chefe de investigação, incluiu René Wormser (autor de 
"Foundations: Their Power and Influence"). 



Reece Committee - Carnegie e I Guerra Mundial. 

Carnegie foi decisiva para entrada dos EUA na I Guerra . A Carnegie Endowment 
lançou uma campanha de propaganda em 1915 para lançar a América na I Guerra, na 
convicção de que essa seria a maneira mais rápida de desviar o país na rota do 
socialismo económico.

FUNDAÇÕES - Sociedade civil - Redes de influência social e política 



O estabelecimento de fundações permite extensão e aperfeiçoamento de influência 
social. A transição de firmas não-incorporadas para fundações foi genial, porque 
permitiu manter uma isenção geral de impostos e, ao mesmo tempo, manter e 
aperfeiçoar um controlo geral sobre a sociedade. As fundações distribuem biliões de 
dólares/euros pelas organizações e causas que desejam ver ser avançadas, e é este o 
modo por meio do qual exercem enorme influência política. Ao decidirem quem e quais 
causas são financiadas, determinam quais as causas políticas do dia, na arena da 
"sociedade civil" e, consequentemente, na arena político-partidária. 

Consequentemente, as fundações tornaram-se um elo essencial - uma fonte principal de 
coordenação, gestão e financiamento - na rede existente entre firmas, organizações 
comunitárias, universidades e governo. 

O estabelecimento da 'sociedade civil' . O aparato institucional conhecido como 
'sociedade civil' é essencialmente uma criação das grandes fundações, usando os 
modelos organizacionais e sociais britânico e prussiano como fontes de inspiração. 
Temos as fundações a dirigir o futuro da educação, os currículos e investigações nas 
universidades (e também paradigmas de aconselhamento público, que saiem destas 
universidades), a servir de consultoras aos governos e, especialmente, a criar uma 
panóplia de organizações comunitárias (ONGs). 



FUNDAÇÕES - Tax-free - Os patrícios desta era 



A ideia de fundações livres de impostos surge na sequência da introdução de IRS e 
impostos sobre heranças. Os impostos sobre rendimentos e sobre heranças foram 
introduzidos pelos banqueiros a toda a linha, no mundo ocidental, como forma de pagar 
as dívidas nacionais aos bancos e reduzir o poder e a extensão das classes médias. 
Porém, os banqueiros em si não iriam ser afectados por estas leis. Para este fim, 
estabeleceram maneiras criativas de evitar o pagamento de impostos, a mais 
proeminente das quais sendo a introdução de organizações 'caritativas', de 'cariz 
social', i.e., as fundações. As fundações funcionam como instrumentos de retenção de 
controlo sobre capital. Sob a capa geral de patronizar as artes e obras de carácter social, 
os banqueiros obtiveram permissão para manter as suas fortunas isentas dos mesmos 
impostos que, exigiam, fossem aplicados ao resto da sociedade. 



As fundações são dirigidas pelos patrícios dos nossos tempos. As fundações são 
geridas pelas famílias de topo, os patrícios dos nossos tempos. Os quadros de directores 
das grandes fundações são sempre compostos dos indivíduos mais poderosos no sector 
da banca, governo e indústria. 

Directorados comuns . Tal como nos bancos e corporações, um dos mecanismos 
essenciais no universo das fundações é o dos directorados comuns, que assegura 
articulação de conceitos e projectos. Estes directorados não são apenas mantidos em 
comum entre fundações, mas também entre fundações e bancos, corporações, governos 
e outras organizações de relevância neste cenário. 



FUNDAÇÕES - Institutos e associações para disseminar versões sanitizadas . 

Linhas narrativas politicamente correctas . Em 1880, a American Historical Association 
e a American Economic Association já tinham sido criadas, nos 1880s, para criar linhas 
oficiais de discurso académico e profissional. A AEA foi essencial para legitimar e 
disseminar o ponto de vista colectivista, fabiano, keynesiano, no pensamento ocidental 
moderno.
